Quebec City, Jan. 15, (BUP) — Premier Duplessis tonight 
replied to Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent’s offer of grants to 
Quebec Universities by substantially increasing: the :Province's 
contribution for 1957-58. 

In the budget tabled by the Finance Minister, Onesime Ga- 
gnon, today, the Provincial Government set. aside $13,153,700 
towards university level education as compared with the 
$7,590,567 it granted last year, According to this information 
the grants are to be distributed as follows : McGill — $2,276 400; 
Laval University‘ = $4,037,300; University of Montreal — $6,340,- 
000; Sherbrooke University — $250,000; Bishop's College — 
$100, 000; and Sir George Williams College — $100,000, This 
represented an additional $5,063,133 to Quebec Universities and 
colleges. :
